.With Governor. 


PLYMOUTH, Vt.. Aug. 27.— 
President and Mrs. Coolidge lelt 
bere today for Rutland, Vt., about 
thirty miles away, to have luncheon 
with Governor Proctor. Mrs. Cool- 
idge hoped to travel later in the 
day to Burlington Vt., her former 
borne. 
This Is the first time they have 


left the home of the President's 
father'since coming hero on their 
•vacation, except for short drives 
•bout the countryside. 
Governor Proctor saw the Presi- 


dent shortly after his arrival. Plans 
for the trip have been carefully 
guarded, and it was not until this 
morning that the arrangement be- 
enine known. 
Tomorrow night the president 


and his family will leave for Wash- 
ington, where they will arrive early 
Friday morning. 
Yesterday Coolidpe announced 
the appointment of Edgar Addison 
Bancroft of Chicago as ambassador 
to Japan and of James Rockwell 
Bheffield of New York City as am- 
bassador to Mexico, filling the two 
major vacancies of the diplomatic 
corps.

Attorney General Stone declared 


that no selection has been made so 
far. 
He indicated h-s committee 


is awaiting the report of the sub- 
committee, which will examine the 
sites and eliminate those which are 
obviously unsuited. The sub-com- 
mittee is expected to eliminate all 
but two or three locations, and 
the remaining ones will b« looked 
over by Stone and his associates. 
It tvas learned that there is a 


decided opposition to locating-, the 
prison in several of the states men- 
tioned. 
However, the West Vir- 
ginia representatives in congress, 
its state government, headed by 
Governor Morgan, and numerous 


1 commercial bodies throughout the 
state are trying to convince the 


' government of the advantages of 


building the Institution at Alderson. 


CAMPAIGN' LAUNCHED.

A campaign has likewise been 


launched to erect a men's reforma- 
tory near Ponce Springs, W. Va., 
or at some other location in the 
state not far removed from Alder- 
ion. The women's prison -was a - 
thorized by the last congress, but 
the men's reformatory bill has been 
held over for the winter session ot 
1924-1925. 
Officials pointed out 
that the 
government desires, if 


possible, to locate the two prisons 
close together for administratne 
reasons.

Development of Films Shows 


Dots, Dashes and Mys- 


terious Figures. 


WASHINGTON. 
A us.

velopment of a photographic film 
receiver of radio signals during a 
period of about 29 hours while 
Mars was closest to the earth has 
deepened the mystery of the dots 
and dashes reported heard at the 
•ame time by widely separated op- 
erator? of powerful stations. 


C. Francis Jenkins of Washing- 


ton, inventor of the device which 
he calls the "Radio photo message 
continuous transmiss:on machine," 
was induced by Dr. David Todd. 
professor emeritus of astronomy cf 
Amherst and organizer ol the is- 
ternational "listening jn" for sig- 
nals from liars, to take the rec- 
ord. 


The film, 30 feet Ions and 6 


Inches wide, discloses in black on 
•white, a fairly regular arrange- 
ment ol dots and dashes along one 
Bide, but on the other side, at al- 
most evenly spaced intervals, are 
curiously jumbled 
groups, 
each 


taking the lorm of a crudely drawn 
face. 
"I don't think the results have 
anything to do with Mars," says 
Jenkins. "Quite likely the sounds 
recorded are the result of hetero- 
dyning-, or interference of radio 
Signals. The film shows a repe- 
tition at intervals of about a half 
hour 
of what appears to be a 
man's face. 
It's a freak which 
can't explain." 


TAKES SERIOUS VIEW. 


Dr. Todd, however, takes a more 
lerious view of the record, 
al- 


though admitting he is at a loss 
to explain its significance. 


"We now have a permanent rec- 


ord which can be studied," 
he 


pointed out, "and who knows, un- 
til we have studied it, just what 
these signals may have been?" 


William F. Friedman, chief of 


the code section of the office of 
tht chief 
signal 
officer of the 


army, has been requested to at- 
tempt to decipher a section of the 
developed film, and Mr. Jenkins 
retained another strip to lay be- 
fore Dr. J. H- Dellmger, chief of 
the radio division of the bureau 
Of standards, for his opinion.

ally have been photographed, but the pictures of the 
planet usually «een by the public showing a net- 
work of canals are made from hand drawings.

Some of the best Photographic negatives 


are not more than three-sixteenths of an inch in 
diameter. 
If the photographs are enlarged they 


hr-comp indistinct and not much detail can be dis- 
covered if they are studied in their original form. 


Photographs are made when sensitive plates ore 


exposed to light which precipitates minute particles 
of silver. These particles cannot be separnted by the 
human eye, and as they run together they give the 
•lipenrance of a Picture. When the negative in mag- 
nified the particles of silver are scattered and the 
picture is lost altogether. The photographic 
diffi- 


culties are that if the original negative i« too small 
*o give much detail the enlarged picture loses defi- 
nition.

At a recent meeting of electrical 


engineers in Vienna. Dr. S. .lellinek 
repeated, with further supporting 
data, 
the 
conclusion 
already 


reached by him and other distin- 
guished physiologists that death 
by electric shock is usually only ap- 
parent. 
The. chwkc'rt person can 


nearly always be revived. Dr. Jel- 
linek insists, if the proper restora- 
tive measures be. applied in lime. 


What the electric shock does is 


to paralyze the muscles or nerves, 
perhaps both, that control breath- 
ing and tin; boat 
i>£ 
the 
heart.

respiration and circulation are not 
restored promptly the victim really 
will die. 
Hut it" these bodily func- 


tions are restored and are, kept go- 
ing for uwhihr ariifii-ially. a.=, for 
i.'xample, by means of forced res- 
piration with a pulmuler. the per- 
conlngc of recovery L-; high. 


Such methods of restoring shock 


victims are already in use in many 
hospitals and elect rlc power houses 
in the United States as well as in 
lOurope. but Dr. .lellinek urges a 
wider popular knowledge of the 
fact that recovery from electric 
shock is often even easier than re- 
covery from apparent drowning. 


Most Infusible Substance. 
Asbestos stands in the minds of 


most people as the most utterly 1111- 
bnrnable substance in the world, 
but Ibis i.-i a mistake. A inncleratoly 
hot fire is enough (o burn asbestos 
to a powder. In the really hot fl.iinc 
of a bhnvpipo asbestos melts and 
runs like water. 


So far as science now knows the 


most infusible substance 
i.n 
the 


world is not asbestos,, but another 
mineral material called "thoria." 
This thoria is a. chemical compound 
of the rare element of thorium with 
oxygen. 
It. is as much more fire 


resistant than asbestos as asbestos 
is more resisl.-uit than a wooden 
shingle. 


Nevertheless thoria has 
been 


melted, although it took years of 
experiment 
to devise a fire 
hot 


enough Io do it. The scientists who 
melted it, at iho United States Bu- 
reau of Standards, say that the 
IfltMper.nltiro they needed wits about 
ii-toil defrees, 
Fahrenheit, more 


than twice ns hot as tho melting 
point of gold.

called for an international treaty 
for the protection of marine mam- 
mals in the Pacific ocean 
The .sec- 


ond one requested the adoption of 
an international agreement to pre- 
vent polution of ocean waters by 
oil from tankers and other steam- 
ers. 
The last resolution asked for 


the formation of an international 
scientific committee to study the 
physics, chemistry and biology of 
the North Pacific.

in the North Sea. and during the
